Tuo city IIILS improved greatly iu regard 


to cleanliness, the street*, that is the 
principal thoroughfares an; especially well 
taken care of. 
Whothor this i« due to 


religious motives it would bo difficult to 
say; the old adage • that "cleanliness is 
next to Godliness," may or may not be 
the Inspiring motive. Quito more likely 
is it that filth Is unseemly and unsightly 
as well as being dangerous to public 
heulth, and that those guardinns of human- 
ity's weal realize tills and are governed 
accordingly. Sure It Is that few, if any 
of the neighboring cities compare with 
Lowell in this direction, and—well there 
is Aill room for improvement, which will 
doubtless he apparent as the time Hows on. 


There are certainly many charming resi- 


dences scattered here and there, that have 
more or less historical interest attached to 
them. Silent and deserted indeed is one 
of the mansions where tho Ayors have 
lived while tho stone houso occupied "by 
Mrs. Ayer iu days gone by, has passed to 
other uses. Now we find this lady, like 
many other Americans, one of the many 
leaders In the gay whirlpool of Parisian 
life. 
One can scarcely imagine to see the 


elegant carriage dashing up the Champs 
Elysces thp.t the dowagor clad in shining 
silks and glistening with diamonds nod- 
ding here and there with a patronizing 
smile to men and women of note, that 
hero in Lowell is of all the world the one 
place she used to call home. 


The old friends of earlier days are for- 


gotten, and new associations, quite differ- 
ent from those of other days are formed 
and thus the current of life flows on.

Pittsburg. 'Aug. 11.—William J. Bryan 


feels highly flattered at the reception he 
received alone the route from Chicago 
to this clly. At every station the train 
made brief stops, and crowds of peoplo 
greeted the Nebraska, candidate with 
handshakes and cheers. His arrival In 
this city has excited the amazement ot 
the people of Pltteburg, and the Joy that 
It has afforded Mr. Bryan and the re- 
doubtable "Silver Dick" has manifested 
itself In their beaming features since, 
they struck the city limits. The Ions 
train on the Pennsylvania, Central ran 
Into thePIttsburg depot at 6:50 last even- 
ing. It way Im'medlately surrounded by 
ncres of frantic people. When Mr. Bryan 
emerged from the train, In spite of tho 
effortu of the large local committee to 
carry out Its program, the crowd closed 
around 'him, and It was a free-for-all 
fight from that time on for every person 
In the Bryan party, except Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan and Mr. and Mrs. Bland. 


When they entered their carriages, the 


throng closed around them and seemed 
to bear them along at its will. Through 
the streets traversed no available space 
could be discerned. When the Central 
hotel was reached a cordon of police wag 
stationed at the main entrance. No one 
was allowed to enter except he who coulc 
show proper credentials. While Mr. and 
Mrs. Bryan were 'supperlng with a com- 
mittee, the streets resounded with the 
continuous clamor from thousands of 
throats. 


The evening meeting had been an- 


nounced to occur at S o'clock In the Grand 
Opera House and the Avenue theater 
halls, aide by side. Each hall will seat 
between 2600 and 3000, ana meetings were 
to be held In each. Long before the time 
for opening the doors, the entire street 
in front of these structures was packed 
full along the entire block, and'after tho 
doors had been opened and the struc- 
tures were filled, the crowds outside had 
suffered little perceptible diminution. A 
corps of about 100,.policemen was on 
duty; at the various entrances, and In the

At the first meeting Mr. Bryan was 


introduced by James Mills, editor of the 
Pittsburg Post, and spoke as follows: 


Mr. Chairman, Ladles and Gentlemen, 


Fellow Citizens: I thought It might bo 
necessary in coming so far toward the 
c-ast, to bring a few of our people tfckeep 
up the enthusiasm, while I presented tho 
truths set forth In the Democratic plat- 
form. But after I have seen a few au- 
diences like this, I wondered whether I 
might not take back a few of you to sel 
an example of enthusiasm to the people 
of the west. There IB no more "wild 
west;" It is th« T.-lld east I am not ex- 
pected to enter into a discussion \>f tho 
Issues of the campaign, because it.Is not 
considerate to discuss the campaign— 
at least for a candidate to do so—until he 
has been formally notified by the com- 
mittee 
on notification. 
Therefore, I 


shall simply thank you for this extraor- 
dinary and unexpected manifestation of 
Interest. 


"When I left home I told them that I 


palgn with a confident assurance that I 
when the vote Is counted, an enormous; 
majority of the American people will de- J 
clare In favor of the American system of 
finances for the American people, ad- 
ministered by Americans." 


At the meeting In the Avenue theater, 


! Mr. Bryan wag Introduced to the audl- 
| ence by Joseph Hollcy as the next Presl 
i dent of the United States! Mr.-Brya 
v/as received with great applause, and' 
spoke as follows: 


"Ladles and Gentlemen and Fellow- 


Countrymen: _ I do not consider the en- 
thusiasm which has been manifested all 


j along the road has aught In It.of personal 
1 nature. It simply proves that respect 


vhich our people feel for those who stand 
in positions of authority, or stand before 
the people as candidates lor those posi- 
tions. We are a people who love gov- 
ernment, who ' recognize Its necessity; 
and stand ready to defend It at all 
times. And no matter how much we 
may differ with those who may for tha 
time being, under the forms of law, make, 
.decide or execute laws, we.sustain"them 
In authority until we can change them 
and make-them to exceed to our-pur- 
poses. It shows, the capacity of. our 
people for self-government. 
We differ 


very much, we present our views with 
all the ability and all the vigor that we 
have, but yet -when U Is all gone we 
bow to the will of the majority. 


"Wre are entering upon a campaign 


which will exceed In Interest and Inten- 
sity any campaign-through which we 
have passed. We have reached a new 
era. We have come upon a period when 
all war questions are settled, and when 
the people come face to face with great 
industrial problems, when people come 
face tb face with great economic q.ueg- 
tlons. The great principles of right and 
wrong are easily observed, and that Is 
why it Is that the people are competent 
to settle every question that can arise In 
a government like ours. No question Is 
too deep for the American people, and 
Ibe 70,000,000 people acting as a great Jury 
must finally decide, and they alone can 
decide, every public question. 


"I read the other day a little pam- 


phlet sent out by some of the advocates 
of the gold standard money, and It con- 
tained this paragraph, that all of the 
financiers and capitalists, the only peo- 
ple who are competent to express an 
opinion on the subject, are in favor of the 
gold standard. It first appeared in an 
article • written 
by a distinguished 


Frenchman, and was then reproduced 
and scattered over this country as llterar 
ture, by the advocates of the gold stand- 
ard, and therefore -we must suppose that 
it expresses their Ideas, that only capi- 
talists and financiers are competent to 
express an opinion on this subject. 


"My friends, I believe that each man, 


whether he is high or low, rich or poor, 
is the best Judge of every proposition 
upon himself, and he alone has the right 
to say how hla vote shall be cast, and on 
which aide his influence shall be thrown. 
H Is the principle of the broadest Dem- 
ocracy that these questions must be 
settled by the common people, and that 
this government has never created a par- 
ticular class to legislate for others. 


"We stand upon the declaration con- 


tained In that immortal document, pen- 
ned by the greatest constructive states- 
man the world haw ever seen.the'Declara- 
tion of Independence. That declaration 
Gays: 
'All men are createtl equal.' I 


shall challenge you to search the consti- 
tution, founded upon the declaration, 
and point to a single sentence that gives 
to any class of'sotilety superior rights or 
privileges over any other class of society.

coming upon a campaign In what 


was now considered the enemies' coun- 
try, but which we hoped would be our 
country before the campaign 
closed. 


Therefore'I have been more than grati- 
fied that It woa not necessary to open 
Iho campaign In the east; It has already 
been opened here, but I shall promise 
you this, that In the' progress ot this 
campaign not a single private in the 
ranks will stand nearer to the enemies' 
guns than he In whose hands Is the 
standard. We are prepared to defend 
our platform. It presents those policies 
which are for the best Interests of all 
the people, and we are not terrified be- 
cause our enemies have sought to apply 
to us epithets and hard names when 
they find It .impossible to oppose the 
positions Tvhich we hav>2 taken. 


They shall not be permitted to put us 


in the attitude of oJH/onents of govern- 
ment. "What we attack is the abuses of 
the government, and not the government 
itself." Who is the best friend of the 
government? 
Not the man who secures

"In this campaign there Is only one 


great Issue. If that Is settled.lt will not 
give us a government peVfect In all its 
details, but that one question must be 
settled first before other question^ can 
be settled. A nation that Is not able to 
adopt Its own financial policy Is too im- 
potent to legislate on any question where 
the people are concerned. We do not say 
that our opponents are Insincere; we do 
not say they are -less honest than we, 
but we do say that when they attempt 
to say to the American people that we 
must be dependent upon the legislative 
act of some other government, we'say It 
matters not how honest they may be, -we 
dare not entrust legislation 'In their 
hands.

"There are people today who bellevo 
that this nation is not strong enough to 
legislate for our own people, and there 
are people who honestly believe that an 
attempt to flo so would .bring distress 
and many evils: "We may respect-their 
honesty, but must we enter Into a llfa

we assert here that the financial domina- 
tion by a foreign power is as dangerous 
to the liberty of the .people as-political 
domination.: -I. believe'.that.-the-tolling 
inasaes of this country— those who. haya 
achieved and who must achieve jts.^reat'-! 
ness—are willing to risk.their all ln-'.thi» 
republic, and rise and fall with 4t;: and

we are not preaching a new Idea. 
are simply asserting that the principle 
that underlie this government Ehoul 
apply to new conditions as they rise, an 
that you can find out what ought to b 
done by measuring every proposed pub 
lie act by the propositions contained I 
the Declaration of Independence, and b 
'.he provisions o£ the constitution whic 
Is based upon that declaration. That I 
all we ask, 


Being asked to explain "sixteen to one, 


Mr. Bryan said: "Sixteen to oneslmpl 
means that, according to law, the debt 
pay Ipg power of one ounce of gold, whe 
coined, shall be equal to the debt-paying 
power ot 1G ounces of sliver when coined 
It Dimply means that the sliver dolla 
Is 16 times as large as the gold dollar 
That Is what 16 to 1 means. And when 
we say that we are In favor of the pres 
ent legal ratio of 16 to 1, we simply say- 
that we are In favor of having the s!I 
ver dollar remain the same size as It is 
now, and haying the gold dollar remain 
the same size as It, is now. Thatiswha 
we mean. We mean that that Is the 
ratio. That has been so since the days 
of Andrew Jackson, that H shall be th 
ratio at which the mints shall be openei. 
to the free and unlimited coinage of free 
silver. It means this, that if you owe a 
debt you can go out Into the market 
and buy sliver and have it coined and usn 
that silver to pay your debts. Already 
you can go out -Into the market and bu> 
gold and pay your debts after It Is colr^d, 
and when you have the right to use 
either one, If they attempt to corner one 
metal you can use the other. Whereas, 
If you have but one metal which you can 
convert into money, and that metal Is 
cornered, you are at the mercy of those 
who are managing the corner. 


"The silver mine owners are people 


who 
produce silver, as gold 
mine 


owners are the only people who produce 
gold. The silver, when produced, Is of no 
use to the man who produces it, until he 
cither exchanges it for money or converts 
it Into money for Ills own use, e.nd the 
moment he brings that silver from the 
mine and converts it Into the money, 
that money Is In use to buy the com- 
modities produced by the tollers of the 
country, and until that money Is brought 
Into existence there is no money to buy 
the things which people produce. There- 
fore, when we legislate to prevent money 
coming Into existence, 
we 
legislate 


against the interest of those who have 
muscle to sell, or produce to sell, and can- 
not sell them until there is money to buy 
them." •

The issao of greenbacks during the 


war raised wages to a higher point (.him 
they hud ever been in this country, even 
when the wages of that, timo aro com- 
puted in gold, and though taxes were 
extremely Ueovy 011 account of the fact 
that labor prospered as it never did be- 
fore. . 


Tho laborer cannot expect, as a rule, 


to receive higher wages than tho profit 
on the product of his labor will permit, 
imd nuy general loss lo the employers 
ia reflected in tho decreased wages of 
tbcii- employees. The puynicnt of their 
debts in dollars that have doubled in 
value and tho decreaso in tho price of 
their products, where they are not pro- 
tected by trust oignnizntion, nie losses 
to the.employers that force them to pay 
lower wages. 


If the interest tho employers are 


forced to pay hud decreased proportion- 
ately to other things, wages would not 
suffer, provided credits remained as 
good as iu n time of money expansion. 


But the interest ratu has, if anything, 


increased agaiust manufacturers aud 
other employers of labor, although it 
has decreased in forms of loans that lire 
srtpposcd to bn absolntely safe. And 
credits have decreased, these two cir- 
cumstances telling against labor, cue,by 
reducing the profits of the employer and 
tho other by restricting his ability to 
gno employment. . 


It is truo that there arc trusts and 


monopolies that, in spito of tho general 
decline in prices, have put up or kept up 
tho price of their products or services 
with u, great profit to themselves, some 
of which have not thought it worth 
wbilo to reduce the wages of their em- 
ployees in the face of the opposition 
this would meet wirh from organized 
labor. But these aro decidedly excep- 
tional. 


The free coinage of silver would put 


on end to the contraction of the curren- 
cy that has been going on for the past 
threoyears and would tend toraisc prices 
and the profits of industry. It- must, 
therefore, benefit labor by increasing not 
only wages, but opportunities for em- 
ployment, which is in effect an addition 
to wages.

Claims' An

Caused Death. 


Tauncon, . Mass., Aug. 11.—Herbert 


Willis, the young desperado, was brought 
to tlir district court before Judge Fox 
yesten'-ay. 
Tho room was packed to 


suffocation, and Ecvevo.1 people hid to be 
helped out for air. Contrary to cxpec- 
t=.tlon, ho v.'as not arraigned for theft or 
burslavy. but'Cor tliu murder of Fred- 
eric N. Slrar.ge, aged 20, on the evening 
of June 22. WllliH was pale, but cool, 
and e-yed the crov.-d as If hu v.-eve the 
central figure In a show. In a clear voice 
lie waived examination, and wn~s ordered 
iu jail to await the action of. the crani 
Jury. 
The reason why Willis wan arraigned 


for tlio Strange murder Is -Ais follows: 
The police were diligently searching all 
day Saturday and Sunday for the mask, 
the? hidden'wheel which was taken on 
the night of the tragedy, and a reddish 
handkerchief, which was supposed to 
have figured at that timo, and at the 
raid in Plcrco'3 store in Kaynham. Willis 
apparently felt that tho search was going 
on and WILB restless'and uneasy." He kept 
up his bravado, and ap&e about his rob- 
bing exploits as IE he were a hero, bix 
the offlrcrs detected an undercurrent of 
anxiety, as If he Ceared that something 
yel would be unearthed which would 
fasten more than a robbery upon him. 
Finally, he took the police Into his con- 
fidence and admitted that he was the mau 
who stole Bosworth's wheel on the night 
of the murder, found It was not §rood, 
and determined to have another. He met 
Strange and Lincoln. His face was hid- 
den, 
so that Strange, who was his friend, 


did not know him. He claims that he 
did not moan to shoot, but In the excite- 
ment the plBtol wont off and Strange fell. 
Ke then rode off on Lincoln's wheel,which, 
was the better one of the two, and hid 
himself In the cave which the police had 
already rliecoveretl, and which he had 
filled with a miscellaneous assortment of 
goods, the proceeds of numerous bur- 
glaries. 
He claims - that there was a 


struggle ,in ..which Strange caught his 
wrist, and the.pistol, a selE-cocker, ex- 
ploded, with fata,! result. 


The nerve of Willis is also shown by 


the fact that he attended the funeral of: 
his victim and irlcntl, and seemed over- 
come with sorrow at his sad fate. The 
record against this boy of 19 is now a 
confession of manslaughter, four bur- 
plartcs,several thefts of wheels, one high- 
way robbery and two attempts to kill In 
Providence. 


The postomce Inspectors in Boston are 


of the opinion that they have a case 
against Willis. Inspector White, who IB 
a resident of Taunton, arrived In Boston 
yesterday morning and stated that he 
had concluded an .Investigation of the 
robbery of the Raynham 
postofnce, 


which occurred about four weeks ago. 
Raynham Is a small place, situated about 
three miles .outside of Taunton. 
The 


oitice Is located In a part of a store owned 
by the postmaster. The alleged thief 
stole stamps and a small amount of 
money, besides a number of small arti- 
cles from the store. It Is thougtit that 
some of the articles found In the cave 
Sunday l?y the police are owned by the 
postmaster, and he Is to maUe a visit to 
police headquarters for the purpose of 
Identitylp.g some ol the soofls it possible.

Apples 
are making La, fine growth. Corn and 
tobacco are pushing ahead unusually 
f.ist. 
The wbathGr_is favorable for the 


growth ot iungl and potatoes, grapes, 
pears, etc., are being attacked locally.

out tbe ^vork and method of procedure for 
the invescigation later on.

^say, the principal or the original mover 
n thfi-matter, was chosen chairman and 
Councilman Feiidergast aecretary. 
Tho 


remaining members of the committee are 
Aldermen Dow and Howe, Councilman 
Jacobs. Chairman. Nay inquired what 
method would be proper to adopt to pro- 
cocd in the matter lor wbich they hail 
assembled. 


dlderman, Dow didn't appear to like 


tuo idea of an investigation. He said tha 


ls for tho repairs on the boiler at city 
l which is aow alleged to ba exorbitant 


was paid long ago and the bill approved 
ay Councilman ^ay LvimseUaa a member 
of the committee on accounts. It seemed 
to him the heiclit uf absurdity to start an 
investigation now especially with the mer- 
cury at 100 in tbe shade. 
It roigbc bti 


:iere parenthetically seated that Alderman 
Howe had taken off his coat BDC! tried to 
keep cool and nearly all the other mem- 
bers of the committee had their handker- 
chiefs about their neck worrying through, 
the meeting. 


Cbairnmn Nay stated that he had no 


axe to erinii for his object in introducing 
the order for the investigation was not; to 
implicate any city dfflcial even from, tlie 
muy»r to tbe city messenger In any wrong 
doing, but in conversation with thosi.1 
who professed to know he had been led to 
believe chat tbe city had been charged an 
exorbitanD price for the work done. 
He 


had :L!SO noticed tha bill of the H. 
R. 


Barker company for work done since, 
that have come before the committee on 
accounts that discounts h&Ta "been made 
of from 40 to CO per cant., while no dis- 
count liad been allowed on the bills in- 
vestigated by tho committee. He thought 
that :i bill could be investigated after it 
had lieun paid and he thought the boiler 
in question ought not to have needed re- 
pairs so soon. 
Ho also understood that 


the break in tho boiler was only the burn- 
ing.off of a blow-off pipe but three feet 
long. And the cost oC HDid repairs, boing 
32300 hence hia objections. Ee proposed 
he said with the finance of the committee 
and which cornea within the scope of the 


order, to call an expert to testify upon 
chargos-vrhich are assumed to be cxces- ' 
sive. 


Councilman Pendorgasb suggested that 


a proper \vay to facilitate business would 
i 


bo to.go through the itemized bills pick, 
out such charges as are considered exor-J 
bitant and confine the investigation 
to' 


those charges and go through the long list ' 
of minor items. 


On motion of lAld'erman Dow it was 


voted to get an itemized copy of the bill 
and all similar bills that have been paid 
nt city hall during tho year to be used in 
the way of compnrison-and also to gee a 
sec of price lists from the steam fitters in 
this section. 


Alderman Dow didn't like the reflection 


that was being cast upon such a reputable 
firm as tbe H. R. Barker company, a con- 
cern wbo?e members be was .personally 
acquainted with from its president down 
since boyhood and whose honesty ho never 
doubted and he offered to furnish all the 
assistance necessary in getting ficures and 
other matters desired by the committee to 
aid in the investigation. 


Chairman iNay wanted to have the 


architects furnish the plans and specifica- 
tions of the haating apparatus ; and the 
secretary wanted to have expert witnesses 
summoned to tell about brick work, pip- 
ing nnd ail-that. 


(0n motion oE Alderman Dow it was 


voted to leave tho matter of witnesses to 
the chairman and secretary. Also to get; 
typewritten copies of whatever is neces- 
sary. 
li is customary to ninrk discounts on 


these bills and Mr. Xay said thero were 
no discounts on the bill in question. 
There will bo a comparison between the 
>riciis charged on the boile.r bill and those 
charged for similar jobs by various firms 
ander the direction of the city govern- 
ment, , 


The committee then adjourned subject 


to the call of the chair -which it is under- 
stood will "be some time next month when 
the weather is cooler.

Bland law and the Shermau law wera 


Grilling to expand the currency of the 


country by from $2,000,000 to ij,.;,000,- 
000 per month, wages of labor did ad- 
vance materially iu the United States 
from tho very low wages that the con- 
traction of the currency between. 1873 
and 1878 had produced. 


Tho Pittsburg riots occurred iu 1877, 


and at that time the depression of wages 
was uot only severe beyond bearing, but 
was aggravated by the fact that but few 
of tho railroad companies of the coun- 
try were able to pay their employees 
promptly, some being months behind, 
owing to tho sovero contraction in the 
currency aud its disastrous effects. 


A contraction of tho currency always 


reduces tho wages of labor, and by the 
paralyzing effect it has on industry also 
restrictfl the employment of labor. This 
was seen after the bank failures of !Sii7 
and 1S57, when tho greater part of tho 
currency went out of circulation, on ac- 
count of tbo bank failures. 


The IBSUO of greenbacks during the 


war raised wages to a higherpoiut than 
they had over been iu this country, even 
when tho wages of tbat time are com- 
puted in gold, and though taxes wero 
extremely heavy on account of the fact 
that labor prospered as.it upver did be- 
f oro. 


The laborer cannot expect, ns a rule; 


to receive higher wages than the profit 
on tho produce of his labor will permit, 
and1 any general loss to the employers 
is reflected in the decreased wages of 
their umployoes. The payment of their 
debts in dollars that have doubled iu 
value and tho decrease in tho price of 
their products, where they aro not pro- 
tected by trust organization, are losses 
to the employers' that force them to pay 
lower wages. 
7 


If tho interest the employers 'are 


forced co pay had decreased proportion- 
ately to other things, wages would not 
suffer, provided credits remained as 
good ns iu a time o£ money expansion. 


But the interest rate has, if anything, 


increased against manufacturers and 
other employers of labor, although it 
has decreased in forms of loans thnt are 
supposed to . bo absolutely safe. 
Aud 


credits have decreased, these two. cir- 
cumstances telling against labor, one by 
reducing the profits of tho employer and 
tho other by restricting his ability to 
give employment. 


It is true that thero are trusts and 


monopolies that, in spite of tho'general 
declino iu prices, have put up or'kcptup 
the prico of their products or services 
with a great profit to themselves, some 
of which have not thought it worth 
while to reduce tho wages of their em- 
ployees iu tho face of the opposition 
this would meet with from, organized 
labor. But these are decidedly excep- 
tional. 


Tho free coinage of silver would put 


an cud to tho contraction of the curren- 
cy .that has been going on for the'past 
three years and would tend to raise prices 
and the-profits of industry. It must, 
therefore, benefit labor by increasing not 
only wages, but opportunities for em- 
ployment, which is in effect an addition 
to wages. 


The proof of the.pudding is in the 


eating of it. If tho workiugmen find by 
experience that their wages are increas- 
ing or that their opportunities for ob- 
taining employment have not fallen off, 
there is no good reason why tlaey should 
not vote for the continuance of the pres- 
ent gold standard policy. 


But if they find that times are hard- 


er, wages lower, more shutting down of 
factories, opportunities for employment 
less, even iu all lines of industry, 
whether subject to "protection" or not, 
and that these conditions always have- 
been aud must bo produced by making 
the purchasing power of money greater, 
they will unquestionably vote for tho 
free coinage of silver and the return of 
good times and better prices.—Milwau- 
kee >>ows.
